“Lights no longer reflect from train 
windows on the pines, the walls of 
rock and clay, and passing telegraph 
poles. The thunder of massive steel 
coaches and roaring engines has 
surrendered to silence and soft falling 
snow on cold steel rails. One by one 
the great trains have gone with their 
cargoes of human lives that left no 
evidence of having passed. Travelers 
with hopes and fears, courage, 
dreams, love, wealth, poverty, pity 
and hate in their thoughts and plans, 
hurtling to countless destinations. 
They met and parted seldom ever to 
meet again and the trains roared 
through the years until they too 
reached the destination of silence, 
with rust forming on once bright 
wheels and flanges. It has been said 
that nothing is permanent but 
change.” 
“We had been in the ballroom 
before, and the music was soft and 
floated to the domed ceiling clustered 
with colored lights. But things had 
changed; the music and the crowds 
and the times and the attitude of socia 
life. The orchestra produced some 
sounds that might have been the 
banging of shutters on the windows of 
purgatory.”

The program seeks to meet 
the specific educational needs 
of migrant children through 
remedial instruction; 
health, 
nutritional, and psychological 
services; cultural develop­ 
m ent; 
and 
prevocational 
training and counselling. 
As the migrant child moves 
with his family in search of 
agriculture related 
vocation, 
his educational and health in­ 
formation is easily obtainable 
from a com puterized data 
system. The information on any 
migrant child is available in 
any state within 24 hours. This 
insures 
some 
degree 
of 
educational continuity. Reports 
on students in the 
Hamlin 
system are sent to Region 14 
ESC in Abilene where it is 
processed for the computer 
bank. All states receiving title I 
migrant funds participate in the 
Uniform 
M igrant 
Student 
Record Transfer System.

Sanders. Tower received 1681 
votes to Sanders’ 1440 in the 
county and latest returns show 
him leading Sanders state-wide, 
612,001 to 495,840. 
In what turned out to be an 
unexpectedly close race County 
voters gave Dolph Briscoe a 
two-to-one edge over Henry 
Grover, but on the state-wide 
level the race was still close 
W ednesday morning.
